Dear  Lellow  Member: 

About  a  month  ago  the  Membership 
Committee  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  sent  out  a  written  appeal,  re¬ 
questing  that  you  exert  every  possible 
effort  to  secure  new  members  or  at 
least  submit  the  names  and  addresses 
of  possible  prospects  to  the  Member¬ 
ship  Committee. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  have 
to  report  that  the  answer  to  this  ap¬ 
peal  has  not  been  encouraging.

large. 

It  is  not  fair — it  is  not  just- — to 
place  the  burden  of  work  and  support 
upon  the  shoulders  of  a  few  willing 
and  ardent  workers.  This  House  of 
God  belongs  to  the  ENTIRE  MEM¬ 
BERSHIP.  You  also  must  share  our 
sorrows  —  our  worries  and  our 
anxieties  as  well  as  receive  the  com¬ 
forts  and  solace  that  are  offered  within 
the  walls  of  our  holy  and  magnificent 
house  of  prayer. 

You  have  it  in  your  power  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  tension  and  worry  of  the  sit¬ 
uation — a  concerted  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  entire  membership  must  be 
made — just  and  honorable  debts  con¬ 


tracted  by  the  Synagogue  must  be  met 
and  paid — the  burdens  that  are  crush¬ 
ing  our  spirits  and  our  work  must  be 
lifted. 

Arise,  dear  friend,  from  your  state 
of  lethargy  and  inaction — put  your 
shoulder  to  the  wheel  —  join  the 
ranks  of  the  real  earnest  workers — - 
get  out  and  root  and  boost  for  your 
Temple — above  all,  BRING  IN  NEW 
MEMBERS.  Join  in  the  good  work 
that  will  bring  you  many  dividends 
of  happiness — joy— comfort — peace  of 
mind — consolation  and  satisfaction  of 
heart.
